CE It may be anſwered, Gi Ik. in general, It is 


a faith in Chriſt: Chriſt, and God throw 2h Chriſt, 
are the proper i he's of. it. Herein therefore it 1s 
Infliciently, abſolutely arttungurihed from the faith 
of either antient or modern Heathens. And from 
the faith of a Devil, it is fully diſtinguiſhed by 
this, it is not barely a ſpeculative, rational thi ung; a 
cold, a lifeleſs aſſent, a train of ideas in the bead; 
but ts a diſpoſition 'of the heart, For thus faith 
the ſcripture, 1th the heart man Leeb unto vigh- 
teouſneſs, And, 1f thou jhatt confeſs with thy mouth 
the Lord Jeſus, aa ſhalt believe with thy heart, that 
God hath raifed him from the dead, thou fhalt be ſaved. 
And herein does it differ from that faith which 
the Apoltles themſelves had while our Lord was cn 
earth, that it acknowledges the neceſſity ng merit 
of his death, and the power of his reſurrection, It 
acknowledges his death, as the only 0 Mciect 
means of redeeming man from death eternal; and 
his reſurrection as the reſtoration of vs all to life 
and immor Fly 3 inaſmuch as he was delivered for 
our fins, an 4 roſe again for our jujtification, Chril- 


tain faith is then not only an Aflent to the whole 


goſpel of Chriſt, but alſo a full reliance on the 
Blood of Chriſt, a truſt in the merits of his life, 
death, and reſurrection; a recumbency upon him as 
our atonement and our life; as given for us, and

living in us, It is a ſure confidence Which a man 
hatn in God, that through the merits of Chriſt his 
ins are forgiven, and he reconciled to the favour 
of God: and in confequence hereof, a cloing with 
him, and cleaving to tim, as our wifdom, Tyhleuuye 
neſs. fanttification, redemption ; or in one Word, our 
Valuation. | | 
II. What falvation it is, which is through this 
faith, 1s the ſecond thing 10 be conſidered. 
1. And firſt, Whatſvever elle it imply, it is a pre- 
ent falvation. It is jomething attainable, yea, 
actually attained on earth, by thoſe who are par- 
"takers of this faith, For thus faith the Apoltle to 
the believers at Ephelus, and in them to the be- 
lievers of all ages, not ye {hall be (though that alſo 
is true) but ye are ſaved through faith, | 
e are ſaved (to compile all in one word) from 
fin, This is the ſalvation foretold by the angel, 
before God Degas. his Krſt-begotten into the 
world, Thou frait ca htz Name Jeſus, for he fhall 
Yave his people from their us. And neither here, 
nor in other paits of holy writ, is there limitation 
or restriction. All his people, or as it is ellewhere 
exprelt, all that believe in him, he will ſlave from 
ail their ſins; from original and actual, paſt and 
preſent fin, of the fleſh and of the fpirit, Through 
faith that is in him, they are ſaved both from the 
gut and trom the power of it, 
Firſt, from the guilt of all paſt fin, For whereas 
all the world is guilty before Gods! inſomuch that 
ſhould he be extreme to mark what is done amiſs, there 
none that could abide it and wheneas by the law ts 
"only the knowledge of fin, but No deliverance from it ; 
o that by fulfilling the deeds of the law, no fleſh can be | 
Jujl fied zn his pght : now the righteouſneſs of God, 
ich 1s by faith of Fus Chriſt, is manifeſted unto 
all 1 4447 bel debe. Now they are nu 47 hed. mY eety by hits 
grace, through the redemption that is in Je ſius Chriſt, 
Him God hath fet forth to be a propitiation through 
faith in his blood ; to declare hs rinkteoufneſs for (or 
by) renyſror of PR: that are paſt, Now hath 0057 | 
| AZ | taken 
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taken away the curſe of the law, being made a curſe for 


us. He hath blctted out the hand-writing that was 
againſt us, taking 1t out of the way, nailing it to the 
croſs. There ts therefore no condemnation now, to them 
which believe in Chiiſt Jeſus, 

4. And being ſaved from guilt, they are ſaved 
from fear. Not indeed from a filial fear of offend- 


Ing; but from all ſervile fear, from that fear which 


hath torment, from fear of puniſhment, fiom fear of 
the wrath of God; whom they now no longer re- 
gard as a {evere maſter, but as an indulgent father: 
They have not received again the ſpirit of bondage ; but 
the ſpirit of adoption, whereby they cry Abba, Father : 
the Spirit itſelf alſo bearing witneſs with their ſpirit, 
that they are the children of God. They are alſo. 
ſaved from the tear, though not from the pollibility, 
of falling away from the grace of God, and com- 
ing ſhort of the great ard precious promiſes : the: 
are ſealed with the holy ſpirit of promiſe, which is the 
earneſt of their inheritance, (Eph, 1,15.) Thus have 
they peace with God through our Lord TJefus Cimijt, 
They rejoice in hope of the glory of God, And the love 
of God is ſhed abroad in their hearts, through the Holy 
Ghoſt, which is given unto them, And hereby they 
are perſuaded (though perhaps not at all times, nor 
with the ſame fulneſs of perſuaſion) that neither death 
nor life, nor things preſent nor things to come, nor heiohth 
nor depth, nor any other creature, ſhall be able lo ſe pa- 
rate them from the love of God, which 1s in Chrij? 
Jeſus our Lord. . | 

3. Again, through this faith they are ſaved from 
the power of ſin, as well as from the guilt of it, 
Indeed the infection of nature doth remain for a time, 
which hath in itſelf the nature of in. But this not- 


withſtanding. the Apoſtle declares, Ye know that he 


was manifeſted to take away our fins. And in him 1; 
no fin. Whoſoever abideth in him, fſinneth not, (1 John 
iii. 5, &c.) Again, Little children, let no man deteive 


you.. He that commilteth fin, is of the devil. MH.

6. Ile that is by faith born of God, finneth not, 
1. By any habitual ſin: for all habitual lin, is fin 
reiguing. But hn cannot reign in any that believeth, 
No, BY any wilful n, for his will, while he 
abideth in the faith, is utterly let againſt all in, and 
abborreth it as deadly poiſon. Nor 3. By any Gotul 
deſire; for he continually deſtieth the holy and per- 
fect will of God; and any tendency to an unholy 
defire he by the grace of God {tifleth in the birth, 


Nor 4. Doth he x7 by infirmities, whether in act, 


word, or thought. For his infirinities have no con- 
currence of his will; and without this they are not 
properly fins, Thus, He that is born of God hath 
lin in him, but doth not commit fin. And though he 
cannot lay. he hath not finned, yet now he finneth not. 
„Tris then 1s the ſalvation AP 18 through 

fat ah, even in the prelent world. A ſalvation from 
lin, and the conleq 4ences of ſin, both often expreſt 
in ihe word gut e tone whic % taken in the largeſt 
lenſe plies; a deliverance from guilt and puniſh- 
ment, by the atonement of Chrilt actually applied 
to the | foul of the finner, now believing on him; 
and a deliverance from the whole body of fin, 
through Chriſt formed in lis heart. So that he who 
is thus juſtified or ſaved by faith, is indeed born 
again. He is born again of the Spirit unto a new 
life. which is hid with Chriſt in God. He is a neu 
creature: old things are paſſed away all things in 
him are become new. And as a new born babe he 
oladly receives ( Avuuv) the ſincere milk of the word, 3 
grows thereby ; going on in the naught of the Lord his 
Cod, from faith to faith, from grace to grace, until at 
if oth he come unto a herſecl man, unto lhe meaſare of 

the ſtature of the ful neſs of Chriſt. 
121 The ſirſt uſual objettion to this is, 

That to preach lation, or juſtification by 
faith only, is to Preach againſt holineſs and good 
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wo:ks, To which a ſhort anſwer might be given: 
It would be ſo if we [pake as ſome do, of a faith 
which was ſeparate from thele, But we lpeak of a 


faith which is not ſo, but neceſſarily produktive of 


all good works, and all nolinels, 

2. But it may be of ule to conſider it more at 
large: eſpecially ſince it is no new objection. but 
as old zs St. Paul's time; for even then it was aſked, 
Do we not make void rhe law through faith? We 
anſwer, tit, all who preach not faith „do manifeſtly 
make void the law; either directly and le 
by limitations and comments, that eat out all the 
{pirit of the text: or indirettly, by not pointing 
out the only means wheteby it is poſhble to per— 
form it, Whereas. lecondly, re eftablijh the law ; 
both by logon its full exten!, and pſtual means 
10g; and by calling all to that living way, where- 


by the N of the law may be 22 led in them. 


Thele, while they truſt in the blood of Chrilt alone, 
ule all the ordinances which he hath appointed, do 


ali the good works which he had before prepared that 


they ſhould walk therein, and enjoy and manifeſt all 
holy and heavenly tempers, even the ſame mind 


that was in Chriſt Jeſus our Lord. 


3. But does not preaching this faith lead FL 


into pride? We anlwer, accidentally it may, Theie— 
fore ought every believer to be earneſtly cautioned 
(in the words of the great apoſtle) Eecauſe of unve- 
lief. the firft branches were broken off, and thou. ſtandeſt 
by fauth ; be not gh minded, but fear, If God bated 
not the natural branches, tale heed left he ſpare not 
thee. Behold therefore the goodneſs and ſeverit) of 
God ! On them which fell, ſeverity : but towards thee, 
goodneſs, if thou continue in lus goodnefs ; otherwiſe 
halt thou be cut o. And while he continues there 
in, he will remember thoſe words cf St. Paul, fore- 
ſeeing and aniwering this very objettion, (Rom, 
111, 27.) Where is bogſting then? It ts excluded. By 
what taw? Of works? N ay, but by the law of faith. 
It a man were juſtiſied by his works, he would 
have whereof to glory, Bu: there is no glorying 
for him that wor Ref not, but believeth on him that 
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Le the ungodly. Rom. iv.) To the ſame effect

Not of works, leſt any man 


Jrould boaſt, For all our works, all our righteouſ- 
nels, Which were before our bel licving, merited 


nothing of God but condemnation; So far were 


they from deſerving faith; winch therefore, when= 


ever given, is not of works. Neither is ſalvation of 


the works we do when we believe, For it is then 
Cod that worketh in us. And therefore, that he 
Fgiveth us a reward for what he himſelf worketh, 
only commendeth the riches of his mercy, but 


ljeaveth us nothing whereof to glory. 


4. However, may not the {peaxing thus of th 
mercy of God, as ſaying or juſtifying freely by 


Faith only, encourage men in hn? Indeed it may 


and will; many will continue in fin that grace may

The goodneſs of God ought to lead them to re pen- 


ance; and lo it will thole who are {incere of heart;
